E HAVE heard the loud noise of 

history being made. While we have 

always tried to be sedate under 
stress, there is something about a Nobel 
Prize being dropped on the doorstep that 
upsets the dignities of voice, bearing, and 
blood pressure. 

The morning we heard the news we had 
fifteen minutes to confirm it, to enjoy it, 
and to galvanize our various mechanisms 
for the wear and tear. Then all of a sud- 
den everyone else knew it and the tele- 
phone fun began. Twenty- 
one extension bells went into 
action with a scream of 
abandon. S. J. Woolf of the 
Times to arrange for an in- 
terview with Sinclair Lewis. 
A small boy at DeWitt Clin- 
ton High School wants to talk 
to Mr. Lewis. Mrs. Sludge of 
the Wildwood Ladies’ Club 
requests a damaged copy of 
Babbitt to review for a lec- 
ture. Pathé News Reel wants 
to come up and take a movie. Where is 
Mr. Lewis? We are still wondering how 
many people, including insurance agents 
and bond salesmen, started for Westport, 
Conn., while Sinclair Lewis was starting 
for New York. 

The publicity department became mov- 
ing shapes bearing photographs and long 
white papers full of facts. They swished 
around so fast, the whole two of them, 
that they looked like six. If we had to 
see them—and we certainly did — we 
would waylay them on their way up and 
down the back stairs to the Associated 
Press, which is on the floor above us. The 
manufacturing department thumbed the 
stock records and had what is known as 
a stab of terror. A lot of enterprising mer- 
chants were buying this and that by Sin- 
clair Lewis. When the printers were con- 
fronted with the appalling situation, they 





said something about this being life and 
blotted nights into days to give us ney 
editions. They turned out a finished jo) 
of jacket strips for Babbitt in five hours, 

That afternoon the accelerando reached 
its fortissimo. Our typewriters were 
crackling out the press notices, six carbons 
at a revolution. And into our fevered 
midst plunged the horde of fifty reporters 
that had been baying at the gates this 
long time for Red Lewis. On their heels 
came three news reel companies, each with 
large vicious looking machin- 
ery and miles of fat black 
wire to strew under our feet. 
These worthy people had a 
fight about their rights square 
in the middle of our main 
aisle, but we let them squab- 
ble companionably together 
while we peered at the mas- 
sive interview. Perched on 
each others’ shoulders, we 
gaped over a partition at an 
ofice that was bulging with 
people and clattering with talk. We 
looked in awe at the Press at Work and 
we wondered what the red-headed focal 
point of it all felt like. When Lewis joked 
they took it literally. We blushed. 

But he summed it up later, sitting under 
three Kleig lights and talking for the 
movietone. “I feel as if I’m at the inter- 
section of three railroad tracks, and three 
of the biggest locomotives in the world 
are coming at me.” 

It still continues, this rousing scurry 
among pictures, posters, printers and 
pressmen. We look like a clipping bureau 
and we feel like the public library. We 
don’t know peace of mind, but we do know 
the prideful toil of publishing a Nobel Prive 
Winner. It’s a grand fracas, even though 
some of us would like to do a Crater into 
the Arctic wastes. But we can’t do that.

SK any customer what he most dreads 
about Christmas shopping, and the 
answer will be: the crowds. Many 

a Christmas present buyer who comes into 
a store with the idea of getting five pres- 
ents will cut friends off his list in direct 
inverse ratio to the difficulty of purchase. 
If he’s jammed in with people and has to 
hight to buy the present that heads the list 
—Mother’s or Dad’s—with each successive 
delay you can safely venture that another 
cousin or aunt has been crossed off the bot- 


In this regard the tendency for shop dis- 
play to spread out during seasonal sales, 
to exhibit goods on tables and counters 
that have been clear before, and to set up 


new display racks, 


and trot out dusty 


tables stacked high ‘with special values, in- 


creases congestion. 


Every bit of floor 


space thus cut out makes it that much 
more difficult to sell the books you have, 
and puts your customer with each succeed- 
ing jolt in a little worse humor. 

The obvious comeback to this proposal 
is that with a large and varied Christmas 
stock it is impossible to display every title 
unless additional counter space is provided. 
Although the decision has never been ren- 
dered as regards which is more advisable: 
to stock a store with many titles and no 
quantity, or few titles and lots of them, 
there is one time of the year when the 
greater weight of argument seems to be 
for a stock of few titles. At Christmas 
one gets customers who may never stop in 
the store again until the following year at 
that time. Many of them are people who 
know little or nothing about books and are 
in a position to be sold, provided the book 
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looks good enough and the sales talk is 
sufficiently convincing. If not, they are 
people who read reviews but few books, 
measure a book’s success by the size of the 
newspaper ads, and take their judgment 
of the work from a radio review. These 
two types form a big percent of the in- 
creased Christmas trade and can be sold 
the ten best sellers of the day. Special, 
curious, and obscure titles are of no par- 
ticular interest to this type and more often 
than not confuse and finally convince the 
buyer that what Charley ought to have is 
a shirt, not a book. 

If the policy that fewer titles and un- 
limited supply is pursued, then the need 
for special tables and racks will be done 
away with, and by clever display the store 
space for customers can be increased rather 
than cut down. Anything that will add 
to the comfort of the customer can be 
counted as a real sales elixir. 

There is one other method of speeding 
up serivce so as to avoid congestion. Al- 
though it smacks of the grocery business, 
it is a very good idea to have a few copies 
of each of the ten best sellers wrapped and 
ready to hand out. Specially hired holiday 
sales people simply cannot wrap packages. 
Sales are lost and time is consumed by 
their slow and awkward attempts to put 
paper and string around a book. ‘These 
will probably not be piled up in plain 
view, or they might interfere with plus 
sales, the customer taking his package too 
promptly and rushing away. 

And then there is the help itself. ‘There 
is one thing worse than waiting for a clerk 
to take your order. To have from two to 
four inexperienced sales people dash at you, 
bent on converting you into their customer, 
is a harrowing experience to a prospective 
buyer. In choosing a special sales force 
for Christmas it is wise to get enough help 
but not too much. If there are a few in- 
telligent sales people, the customer will 
feel more at ease in his buying. A shopper 
does not enjoy being met by a salesman 
who has stamped upon him: I[nexperi- 


enced; Hired for Two Weeks Only. 
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In hiring salesmen, do not take the 
young man or woman who introduces him. 
self with: “I’ve always thought it would 
be nice to work in a bookstore.” Such jp- 
dividuals have false notions about book. 
stores, why they exist, and what the help 
is there for. Even a salesman or lady 
who has never sold anything but hosiery 
or shirts, is preferable to the young thing 
with a vocabulary, some vitriolic phrases 
about new books, and not the slightest idea 
of sales psychology. Although the latte; 
can be hired for a lower wage, the saving 
is expensive economy. 

There is a type of willing young man 
Or woman whose inexperience does not 
stand in the way of a selling personality. 
Such help, if hired, since the time for 
which they are employed is short, should be 
schooled in ten books; made to read them. 
and advised to push those titles. Rather 
than try to get a smattering of everything 
let them know those ten books well. An 
otherwise poor salesman can sell a book he 
knows and likes. But then watch the stock 
on those books. 

If it is a large store, a floor man who is 
an experienced salesman and knows the 
stock well, can move among the new help. 
He can quickly sense whether the customer 
has placed himself in the hands of the sales- 
man for suggestions, or whether he or she 
has particular titles in mind. Without 
much difficulty the floor man can relieve 
the salesman of the customer and _ take 
care of the latter’s needs. 

Finally, the office force should be doubly 
efficient during the period of rush holiday 
buying. Waiting for change after the pur- 
chase of a book piques the customer. He 
is apt to go away with the feeling that the 
store is not interested in him after the sale 
has been made. This feeling will do noth- 
ing to draw him back. 

Commotion is not a sign of good busi- 
ness. The ease and smoothness with which 
the physical part of your business is carried 
out will certainly have a very large effect 
upon the customer and his Christmas buy- 


ing.

line to see what the competitive mer- 
chant is doing that might be adapted to 
one’s own use. A glance at the field of 
gift business from the bookseller’s point 
of view reveals the promontory occupied 
by the florists. It is the boast of the flower 
business that more than half of all the 
money spent for gifts is spent for flowers. 

Having noted the promontory and 
listened to the boast, a close examination 
of how it is done seems the next stragetic 
move, 

Max Schling operates probably the 
most famous flower shop in New York, 
at the Savoy-Plaza; and after twenty-five 
vears of successful expansion through care- 
ful cultivation of his gift business, he feels 
no nervousness in explaining his methods 
to his competitors, the booksellers. Mr. 
Schling has never been greatly concerned 
with competition from fellow florists, but 
has always concentrated upon capturing 
customers from the competitive lines of 
candy and books. He has seen to it that 
once a customer came to him for flowers 
he was never permitted to wonder whether 
or not the next gift should be candy or 
books. Max Schling made it so conven- 
ient for the customer to buy flowers, at 
Schling’s, and made him feel so certain 
that flowers were the best possible gift, 
that the customer, once served, rarely 
failed to return. As a result, a great many 
New York families have been buying their 
flowers from Schling, now, for almost 
twenty-five years. 

One of the most effective methods Mr. 
Schling has developed for giving his cus- 
tomers a personal service that has held 
them year after year is a simple reminder 
file for calendar gifts. In short, the process 
is this: On November 1, 1929, a cus- 
tomer ordered a $10 basket of roses sent 


Il: is frequently profitable to look from 


to a friend. A courteous inquiry revealed 
to the clerk that the gift was on the occa- 
sion of the friend’s birthday. ‘The sales 
slip, in this way, became a record of the 
sender's name and address, the recipient’s 
name and address, the nature of the gift 
and the amount paid for it, the occasion 
of the gift and the date of sending. At 
the end of the day these facts were tran- 
scribed to a card that was filed under the 
date. Then, on October 24, 1930, or one 
week before the same date the next year, 
a letter was written to the customer, re- 
minding him that last year he sent a greet- 
ing to his friend, on November Ist. En- 
closed with the letter, was an addressed, 
stamped order form. All that is required 
of the customer, this year, if he wishes to 
repeat the greeting, is that he fill in the 
order and drop it, with his card, into the 
mail. Mr. Schling sees to the rest. 

The system has been operating for years, 
and so intelligently has he served his cus- 
tomers’ gift needs that hundreds of custom- 
ers have come to rely upon him, not only 
to supply their greetings, but to keep them 
reminded of all occasions upon which they 
send greetings. “The customers are appre- 
ciative of the personal service given them, 
and, looking at the other side of the pic- 
ture, Mr. Schling can with absolute assur- 
ance count upon from $200 to $300 in 
orders in every morning’s mail! This sim- 
ple filing system of customer records brings 
an average of $250 per day repeat business 
from what would otherwise be chance cus- 
tomers. 

Can not the process be directly ap- 
plicable to the book business? ‘The aver- 
age bookstore fills numbers of these gift 
orders daily; in fact, a conservative esti- 
mate, based on the experience of several 
city booksellers, indicates that from 10,000 
to 25,000 book sales fall into this category, 
daily, throughout the country. If every 
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bookseller would initiate this system for 
capturing repeat orders today, it would 
mean that one year from today at least 
10,000 letters would go to customers. 
They would not be random letters, but 
letters to customers who are definitely 
thinking of buying gifts. The average re- 
turn from Mr. Schling’s files is 75% over 
a period of years. There is no reason why 
books are not as good for repeat orders as 
flowers, and this would mean that 7500 
orders for books would result from 10,000 
letters sent customers, one year from now. 
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The mechanics of putting such a system 
into operation in the bookstore is chiefly 
the correlation of facts which are already 
being gathered with almost every gift sale. 
In some cases the store’s sales slip may 
have to be altered to contain all the infor. 
mation necessary for the records, but in 
most stores, particularly department stores. 
even this change will not be necessary, 

In the first place the sales slip must 
record the customer’s name and _ address 
and the name and address of the person 
to whom the gift is to be sent. Next the

sales slip should indicate the type of book 
purchased so that next year’s suggestions 
can be made intelligently. And, last, the 
record must indicate the occasion of the 
vitt—that is, birthday, anniversaries, etc. 
This last requirement is necessary for two 
reasons. First, as a guide in offering ap- 
propriate suggestions in the future; and 
second, as a safe-guard against blundering. 
For instance, a customer may send books 
to a friend who is convalescing from an 
appendicitis operation. It would be a very 
definite faux pas to remind the attentive 
person that last year he sent his friend a 
greeting. This plan, as well as all other 
phases of successful merchandising must be 
operated with intelligence. A _ blunder 
with a customer is his perfectly justified 
excuse for never returning. 

After the sales slip record has been 
made and the order filled, the information 
needs only be put into usable form. At 
the end of the day the slips recording gift 
orders are separated from the day’s ac- 
cumulation. The information contained 
on them is recorded on a convenient filing 
card, as illustrated here. With the excep- 
tion of very large, city stores, a single card 
of this arrangement will record the entire 
day's gift business, and have ample space 
‘or a record of four or five years into the 
‘uture. It is very convenient to arrange 
the card so that it will indicate at a glance 


the result of the last two or three year’s 
reminder letters. If an order resulted 
from the first letter, that is, one year after 
the original purchase, but not from the 
second one, the name is still alive but needs 
a different letter from that sent to the 
customer who has ordered for two or three 
consecutive years. If the customer has not 
repeated since the original order, the name 
is dead, or if the particular circumstance 
warrants another letter, still another ap- 
proach should be used. ‘Thus, after one 
or two years the file begins to sort itself 
automatically. Another advantage of the 
large card with space for several years, is 
that mames may be added from year to 
year without increasing the bulk of the 
file. 

With the system in operation, cards for 
two days are working each day of the year, 
one for the new names to be added from 
the previous day’s business, and one from 
which the day’s letters are written. Each 
card comes up annually about one week 
before the day of which it is a record, and 
from it the tickler letters are written re- 
minding the customer that a year ago he 
sent a greeting to the person named. 

The most delicate problem in working 
out the plan is the planning of the letters 
so that the customer will feel that he is 
receiving an unusual personal service 
rather than being hounded after he was 
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trapped into disclosing his address and that 
of his friend or relative. This can be done 
with intelligence, and a few general forms 
can be devised to cover all the variations 
of the calendar gift requirement. With 
these forms or letter plans worked out, the 
entire system can be operated, including 
the writing of the letters, by a capable 
stenographer or clerk in considerably less 
than one hour per day. 

An example of a letter written from in- 
formation recorded on the card would be: 


Dear M—, 


Last year on November 4 we had the 
pleasure of supplying you with a biogra- 
phy as a greeting for Mr. Frank Morris. 
We should be pleased to fill this order 
again this year, and are enclosing a list of 
selected new books which we regard as be- 
ing especially appropriate and interesting as 
gitts. 

If you care to have us mail a greeting 
to Mr. Morris this year, will you please 
indicate the title you have selected, on the 
order form, and mail it with your card to 
us? 

Sincerely yours, 


The order form, spoken of in the last 
paragraph of the above letter, is illustrated 
here. It is essential that it reminds the 
customer of last year’s gift and to whom it 
went. It should contain the recipient’s 
address so that the customer will be able 
to check the address and make any correc- 
tion necessary. And, it should have the 
customer’s name typed in to avoid confu- 
sion over illegible signatures. If this let- 
ter contains a courteous request for the 
order, a list of books which is extensive 
enough to allow ready selection of any- 
thing the customer may have in mind and 
an order form that requires only to be 
filled in with the title or titles and dropped 
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into the mail, it is a three to one bet. by 
Mr. Schling’s experience, that the customer 
will fill out and mail the order. 

The list of books enclosed with the let. 
ter should be complete enough to make 
the customer feel that the bookseller js 
telling him what new books there are to 
choose from, and not making an attempt 
to select the gift for him. In this respect 
books have the distinct advantage over 
flowers, in that a book may be chosen 
from a list with exact knowledge of what 
it will be, while in placing an order for 
flowers the customer always has to over- 
come the wish that he could go to the 
shop to select the roses himself. A cus- 
tomer never came in to read a book before 
sending it as a gift. If the list is one of 
the type of Books of the Month or a sim- 
ilar list giving descriptions of the titles 
included, the customer can, at his desk or 
in her home, make a satisfactory selection 
of a gift. 

The most valuable time of the year for 
gathering information required for this 
system comes within the next few weeks, 
and the time required for getting the file 
into operation is practically negligible. In 
fact some bookstores which file their sales 
slips, and most department stores have all 
the records from last year’s files that are 
necessary to put the plan into immediate 
operation. By going through the sales 
slips for a year ago, if there is any indica- 
tion of the occasion for the gift—from 
title or date—a good ground-work should 
already be available to many stores. 

If one florist can capture, at practically 
no cost, $250 per day in repeat gift orders, 
is there any reason why the bookseller can 
not capture a larger slice of that 50% of 
all the money spent in the U. S. for gifts 
that is not being, at present, spent for 
flowers ? 
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Your December Windows

HIS article will come to you in the 
midst of your plans for the biggest 
month of the bookselling year. This 
is the month of months, when your win- 
dows must do special duty. The big stores 
will be spending money, time and effort to 
induce the passing throngs to enter, and 
it is up to the more modest but not less 
important bookseller to arrange his dis- 
plays so that all the lure and magic of 
beautiful books shall be made effective and 
persuasive. 

It isn’t well to specialize too much this 
month. Every item in the store is call- 
ing out to the live bookseller “Show me 
and you will sell me,” and it is a wise 
bookseller who knows his books and their 
possibilities now. To some extent this will 
be a testing time for the higher priced 
books in competition with dollar books and 
other items that have felt the pressure of 
hard times, and it will be very interesting 
to see just how much effect the dollar cam- 
paign will have on total sales. 

While it may be argued that it would 
be good to display dollar books this month 
when people want economical gifts I 
strongly recommend the stressing of the 
more expensive items now if ever. For 
that reason I suggest for the first window 
this month a display of your dollar books 
and then keeping them in the background 
for the rest of the month. There are three 
big titles that are recent which should 
make a feature attraction for this window: 
the Mary Baker Eddy biography, the Al 
Smith biography and Halliburton’s “Royal 
Road to Romance.” These with the 
Simon and Schuster titles and the new 
Macmillan edition of “This Believing 
World” should make a very creditable 
display and, of course, a background of the 
older favorites will add to its color and 
variety and is bound to sell a lot of books. 

For your second window I would sug- 
gest a children’s book window. This time 
if you featured the thick important vol- 


umes in your Book Week display why not 
make a large showing of the big flat color- 
ful books of which many very beautiful 
examples have come from the presses this 
year. I would suggest that you erect a 
screen at the back of the window and on 
this fasten by means of suitable hangers 
a big assortment of flat picture books such 
as the Samuel Gabriel line, some of the 
McLoughlin and V olland linen books and, 
if space allows, some of the thin but large 
books on Knopf's, Rand McNally’s and 
other publishers’ lists. On the flat area 
of your window you could arrange a color- 
ful display of painting sets and cut out 
toy books. Platt & Munk, Samuel 
Gabriel, Stoll and Edwards, and Saalfield 
have lots of attractive new items that will 
make a huge display without too much 
expenditure, and unless I am a bad guesser 
this will be one year in which values will 
be much sought after. 

For your third window this month I 
would run another window of children’s 
books, this time featuring slightly higher 
priced items. I would make as a central 
feature of this window, a large cutout of 
Santa Claus. Maybe it isn’t too late to 
get one of those beautiful cutouts that 
Michael Gross Co. has been offering to 
the trade.* They are inexpensive and very 
colorful. If you are unable to get one of 
these you can secure a Santa Claus poster 
somewhere I am sure. On each side of 
this poster, group enormous stacks of books, 
preferably all one size in a stack, or make 
your stacks with the big books at the base, 
gradually getting smaller as they reach the 
apex. ‘These could be made up of groups 
of one, two and two fifty boys’ and girls’ 
books or if you prefer you could make them 
with fifty cent books. Again I urge you 
to use every inch of space on the floor of 
your window to display the large gay-col- 
ored children’s books. Open up some of

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them so that the beautiful pictures inside 
the books show as well as the jackets. 

For your fourth window I would sug- 
gest a display of gift books of all kinds. 
Arrange in the center background a large 
group of the big travel and biography 
books that range in price from $3.50 to 
$7.50. On each side of this arrange groups 
of general books slightly lower in price. 
One pyramid could well be given to the 
new series of travel books put out by the 
Century Co. called the “Vagabond Books.” 
In the foreground in addition to displays 
of single titles of various books, I would 
have a number of smail pyramids, one of 
Bibles, one of the new gay-jacketed Every- 
man’s Library titles, one of dictionaries, 
one of poetry, and there should be repre- 
sentation of the Borzoi Classics, the Black 
and Gold Library, Crowell’s Thin Paper 
Poets, Macmillan’s Modern Readers Li- 
brary, the New Century Library, and per- 
haps the new Pogany Rubiayat. 

Make your fifth window an all Christ- 
mas window, but, instead of using the 
Santa Claus motif this time, use a large 
artificial open fireplace with stockings 
hung in place and your merchandise 
grouped around in neat attractive groups. 
For the sake of variety I would have sev- 
eral such groups each one bearing an at- 
tractive holiday sign for each member of 
the family. One group, “For Mother,” 
might include a volume of choice poems, 
a Bible, one or two of the best new novels, 
a prayer book, one or two non-fiction 
books, biography or travel and a few of the 
little holiday books that some people 
regard as so appropriate for the season. 
Another group labeled “For Dad” might 
well include biography, travel, a few novels 
preferably of adventure or mystery, a busi- 
ness book of some kind that is in the public 
eye, a dictionary, and an atlas. A group 
labeled “For Sister” should include poetry, 
some of the newer novels both light and 
serious, a travel book or two, a Bible and 
a diary with a lock. The group “For 
Brother” should have more masculine ap- 
peal and books of adventure and some 
travel or biography as well as a book of 
general scientific interest, these would be 
appropriate. This idea could be further 
enlarged upon by groups labeled “For the 
Boss” “For Teacher” “For the Pastor” 
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“For a Dear Friend” etc. Make your 
background for this window as simple and 
dignified as possible and avoid anything 
cheapening either in signs or material. 

For your sixth window I would us 
plenty of artificial snow and if possible 
make up a background that carries the 
Christmas atmosphere and in your display 
make this another children’s window with 
special emphasis on the beauty inherent jy 
the new gift books of this year. [ yil| 
not reiterate what I have outlined in pre. 
vious articles, but, if you use pretty much 
the general outline which I suggested {o; 
Children’s Book Week, you will have , 
display that should prove an inducement 
to the trading public to come in and buy. 
Macmillan’s Children’s Classics at One 
Dollar—they used to be $1.75—are a te. 
cent colorful addition to the beautiful and 
inexpensive series of children’s books that 
should not be overlooked in planning this 
window. A group of books for boys deal- 
ing with aviation should prove very ac- 
ceptable, too. 

For your seventh window—tt is getting 
late now—repeat with some variations your 
fifth display, only use a small Christmas 
Tree all lit up and beautifully trimmed 
for this display. Let this window be a 
trifle less dignified than Number 5 and 
use some of the colorful posters supplied 
by the publishing houses to make this dis- 
play more alluring than any you have used 
before. 

For your last window I suggest again 
using children’s books and it would be all 
right to bring out that Santa Claus poster 
again for that purpose. This is your last 
bid for the customer dollar so be sure that 
every book shown in the window is ac- 
cessible inside the store, as nothing is more 
annoying to the customer than to ask tor 
a book which he has seen in the window 
only to be told that the book is out ot 
stock. If you have only one copy of 4 
book and want to show it in the window, 
be sure to tell the clerks about it, and place 
it in such a location that it can be obtained 
from the window readily if needed. And 
now that you have done your best, heave 
a deep breath, start smiling and keep be- 
lieving that this will be the best Christmas 
the book business ever had in its long and 
eventful history. 
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Will the Tail Wag the Dog? 


The Vagabond Book Booster Digs Up Some Answers To This 
Pertinent Booktrade Question

reference to sideline 
booksellers as the tail of the 
business of bookselling. As a 
matter of fact I have some- 
times been accused of preju- 
dice more favorable towards 
the sideline booksellers. Per- 
haps there is an affinity be- 
tween self-confessed vaga- 
bonds and under dogs. 

Let me hasten to correct 
the implication, however, that 
sideline booksellers nowadays regard them- 
selves as under dogs. On the contrary, 
their talks give me a very distinct impres- 
sion that they consider themselves as being 
on top of the heap. 

Anyway, since I started this country- 
wide motor-tour survey of the reading 
trades, I have been hearing so much about 
the competition between the rapidly multi- 
plying sideline dealers in books and the 
regular booksellers that I decided to make 
a special inquiry into this matter during 
my latest trip through Northern Ohio and 
Northwestern Pennsylvania. From now 
on, it strikes me that it may be a good 
plan in the future progress of this survey 
to take up some special trade problem and 
ask one or two timely and pertinent ques- 
tions on each trip in addition to the usual 
trade data that I am securing. 

As previously noted, this is a high spot 
Or cross section survey and not a complete 
canvass of all dealers in every district, yet, 
I believe it is sufficiently comprehensive to 
determine the definite trends of trade con- 
ditions and to present fairly accurate aver- 
age facts and figures. 

F or instance, basing my opinion upon ob- 
servations made in calling upon more than 
a thousand dealers in fourteen different 
states since beginning this survey, I believe 
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2 that the proportion of sideline 

dealers in comparison with the 
regular bookstores throughout 
the country would not differ 
very widely from the averages 
shown in this study of 
seventy-nine dealers. About 
seven sideliners for every 
regular bookstore certainly 
would be about the average 
in the northeastern section of 
our country, although, pos- 
sibly, the proportion of side- 
line dealers may be found 
higher in the more sparsely populated sec- 
tions. We have no comparative data on 
the total amount of business done by gen- 
eral bookstores and sideline shops. The 
publisher himself has only meager data on 
this, as the sideline dealers buy largely 
through the jobbers. 

In answering my inquiries on this point, 
only two of the sixty-eight sideline book 
dealers expressed dissatisfaction or made 
complaints about the present status of their 
book departments. One disgusted druggist 
in the little town of Clyde, Ohio, told me 
that he was closing out his book business, 
including his lending library, because there 
were so many competitors. He had not 
definitely decided upon what line to push, 
but appeared to be rather inclined towards 
the novelty and gift department. 

Another newsdealer complained that he 
had so much trouble keeping track of the 
books in his lending library and so many 
kicks from customers who wanted more 
new books than he felt that he could 
afford to buy that he had decided to throw 
out this department. 

While some of the other sideliners of- 
fered suggestions on matters and methods 
that they thought might bring about im- 
provements which would make the book 
business more profitable for them, they 
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all said they were fairly well satisfied. 
Quite a number wef® even enthusiastic 
and affirmed that their lending libraries 
were one of their most effective methods 
of attracting customers as well as one of 
the most directly profitable departments of 
their business. 

Eight of the eleven regular booksell- 
ers, on the other hand, were distinctly 
pessimistic in the views as to present con- 
ditions and future prospects. “Their com- 
plaints were mainly against the tendency 
towards what Ellis Parker Butler humor- 
ously refers to as “Dollarature,”’ although 
I found that few of these booksellers ad- 
mitted seeing any humorous aspects of the 
subject. 

For example, Ralph Waldhorn, the pro- 
prietor of The Random Book Shop of 
Youngstown, Ohio, one of the most attrac- 
tive regular bookstores I visited during 
this particular trip, told me frankly that, 
although he was an ardent admirer of book- 
selling as a profession, yet, in order to cope 
with present circumstances and conditions, 
he intended greatly to enlarge his gift de- 
partment and to devote increased effort to 
it. In brief, he said that in view of the 
steady decline in profits from books, he ex- 
pected to shift from a bookstore with gifts 
as a sideline to a gift shop with books as a 
sideline. 

Another bookman of Erie, Pa., who is 
willing to have his views reported, but re- 
quests that his name be withheld, says that 
“bookselling to-day is all shot to pieces, not 
merely because nearly every druggist, cigar 
and candy dealer carries books but because 
there are many other conditions which are 
helping to make regular bookselling a 
thing of the past.” 

“If it were not for my stationery and 
office supply business,” he continued, “I 
could not keep going. With all the dif- 
ferent kinds of book clubs advertised in 
all the magazines, with a flock of canvas- 
sing agents coming around nearly every 
day offering their big book and magazine 
bargains, and with not only dollar books 
but fifty cent books and even twenty-five 
cent books advertised everywhere and flood- 
ing the market, the regular old-line book- 
seller hasn’t a Chinaman’s chance. 

Strong words, perhaps, yet fairly repre- 
sentative of the sentiments of other objec- 
tors. Of course, some consideration must 
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be given to the fact of the general depres. 
sion in business; nevertheless, it does not 
seem possible to escape the conviction that 
a real revolution in bookselling practice js 
going on, especially in the distribution of 
reading for diversion. 

Those publishers who used to clamor so 
loudly for more channels for book distriby. 
tion and more wide-spread and numeroys 
sales outlets certainly have gained their de- 
sires. Surely nobody nowadays has cause 
to complain that reading matter in book 
form is not easily available. And the com. 
paratively insignificant sideline bookselling 
business of a few years back has reached 
large proportions. At any rate, the once 
more or less despised candle appendage of 
bookselling unquestionably has developd to 
a size somewhat amazing to some of us 
old-timers. 

In reporting these observations, I have 
refrained from attempting to interpret the 
facts or to predict the outcome in any 
definite degree. It appears fairly obvious, 
however, that regular booksellers must 
modify their methods in some respects in 
order to adjust their policies and practices 
to the changing conditions. 

There are a number of other ques- 
tions, pertaining to this particular phase of 
bookselling concerning which I expect to 
make inquiries for my _ future reports. 
Meantime, I urge any reader who has a 
suggestion or query to offer on any phase 
of bookselling that seems deserving of a 
little field study, to write me with the 
assurance that I shall receive all sugges- 
tions and critical comments most grate- 


fully.

WENTY-FOUR HOURS” by 
Louis Bromfield superseded ‘“An- 
gel Pavement” at the head of the 
Best Seller List, compiled by Books of the 
Month for October. ‘Years of Grace,” 
the first novel which has been selling so 
steadily, also went up one place to third 
position. “Blowing Clear” skipped from 
sixth to fourth on the list. Four new 
books on the month’s list were all by popu- 
lar authors whose books are practically 
always best sellers. At sixth place is 
“Cakes and Ale” by Somerset Maugham; 
seventh, “The Deepening Stream” by 
Dorothy Canfield; eighth, John Gals- 
worthy’s new volume of Forsyte stories, 
“On Forsyte Change”; and tenth, “The 
King’s Minion” by Rafael Sabatini. 

Again “The Story of San Michele” 
heads the list of non-fiction best sellers; 
in fact, the first half of the list is exactly 
the same as in the preceding month. Lud- 
wig’s “Three ‘Titans’ and Winkler’s 
“Morgan the Magnificent” have each 
taken one upward step, making room for 
the only new title on the list, “Letters of 
Henry Adams,” in ninth place. 

Among the juveniles “The Painted Pig” 
has taken a great leap from tenth place to 
second. As usual “Hitty” was first. 
“Smoky” and “The World’s Great Ad- 
venture” have both returned to the list, 
but there are no brand new titles for 
October.

Children’s Book Week Is Growing 
90 HILDREN’S Book Week has be- 


come almost a fixed part of the 

school year. ‘Teachers find in it 
an admirable opportunity to teach the chil- 
dren the love of reading and the ownership 
of books. ‘There have been these last few 
days thousands of schools that have had spe- 
cial programs in the class rooms and in as- 
semblies with fresh and interesting books 
on display for the children to see. Such a 
program as this cannot but be reflected in 
the book interests of the children, and 
bookstores have the remaining fifty-one 
weeks of the year in which to make this 
impulse register along the home _book- 
shelves. 

In spite of all that has already been 
done, booksellers are still far from realiz- 
ing the full opportunities that Book Week 
gives them. The most urgent need is that 
of expert selling. ‘The parents who have 
been aroused by school and library activi- 
ties to a more intelligent interest in their 
children’s needs do not feel satisfied 
to relapse into haphazard methods of pur- 
chase. ‘They ought to find in every large 


bookstore someone who knows children 
and knows children’s books and who can 
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bring the two happily together. Such , 
person should be competent to suggest the 
appropriate book for each child and should 
be a sufficiently energetic salesman to build 
up a business which will keep the depart. 
ment active the year round. In cities of 
smaller size where such specialized seryjcg 
cannot be developed, contact with the bes 
books is the next best thing for childrep 
and parents. 


Books on Unemployment 


HE Hoover Committee on Unep. 

ployment Problems, headed by Col, 

Arthur Woods, has asked the of. 
fice of the Publishers’ Weekly to distribute 
as promptly as possible a brief list of the 
most important books which present the 
basic facts of unemployment as they have 
been found by experience and research. It 
is hoped that local bookstores and libraries 
will give their aid in supplying at this time 
the best available material on the subject. 
The editors have turned to the Economics 
Division of the New York Public Library 
and the library of the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation for suggestions for such a list of 
books and from their joint suggestions 
here offer twelve books which may be con- 
sidered as first reference studies on this 
particularly difficult subject. It should be 
pointed out that beside the material in book 
form a great deal of the most important 
data are in pamphlet or in magazine form, 
covering research under various auspices.

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Bookstore Advertising 
Prestes in assistance to the book- 


seller in his need of well-planned 
publicity in the next five weeks has 
been sent out from the National Associa- 
+ tion of Book Publishers in a large sheet 
_) of good copy prepared for booksellers by 
Charles H. Denhard & Company, special- 
ists in book advertising. This sheet, which 
has already reached booksellers, contains 
hfteen different layouts, all of which could 
readily be duplicated at any city newspaper 
office. There is every indication that book- 
sellers are putting out more display adver- 
tising than ever before in order to bring 
the year's totals up to as high a level as 
possible, and practical aids like this make 
it easier to get effective displays. 
Some of the emphases given in these ads 
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are: “Books, Perfect Christmas Gifts,” 
“Thrifty Santa Says Books This Year,” 
“Books Make Everyone Happy,” “Christ- 
mas Dollars Go Further,” “Nobody Ever 
Gets Enough Books for Christmas,” 
“Books Fit Every Page, Suit Every 
Taste, Last a Lifetime,” “Everybody Will 
Expect Books Under the Tree,” “The En- 
during Gift, Books,” and so on through a 
long list. 

With general headings such as these, 
booksellers can add mention of individual 
books, picking those titles that seem most 
likely to appeal to their individual trade. 
The Publishers’ Weekly has also suggested 
cooperative advertising when it is feasible, 
but whether that is possible or not, indi- 
vidual advertising is necessary to bring as 
many people as possible to the realization 
of the aid they can get in their problems 
at the bookshop. 


Honor to a Typographer 


ERHAPS at no time has a new type 
Pisce: found such prompt and hearty 

acceptance as has the Granjon font 
designed by George W. Jones, the distin- 
guished London printer. During the last 
few weeks Mr. Jones has been making a 
tour through the United States studying 
our printing organizations and plants, and 
last night on the occasion of his departure 
for England a dinner was tendered to him, 
sponsored by William Edwin Rudge and 
attended by many lovers and producers of 
fine printing. 

It is more than pleasant to find this 
common love of fine printing binding na- 
tions together and it is also a splendid 
thing that there is so spontaneous an under- 
standing of the importance of a fine type 
and such prompt praise given to its de- 
signer. 

It might also be added that the best 
tribute which America could pay in a prac- 
tical way to the craft of typography is to 
pass the Design Copyright Bill, which has 
come through the House of Representatives 
and will now come to the Senate. This 
would give designers of other countries 
the full protection that they deserve to 
have in our country and assure our de- 
signers, now so_ successful, protection 
abroad.

CHAPTER XV 
The Keynote of Good Buying 


EFORE any stock is _ purchased 
B either when a new shop starts or 

at any stage after its opening, it is 
necesary to realize that the bookshop owner 
is the agent of the customer. It is the cus- 
tomer who pays the bills. ‘The success or 
failure of the business depends largely on 
the customer-opinion developed. In select- 
ing new stock, whether from advertise- 
ments in the Publishers’ Weekly, circulars 
or catalogs of publishers, or from publish- 
ers’ or jobbers’ representatives, the most 
important thing to consider is how your 
customers will like the books you are 
choosing. The ideal stock in a bookshop 
is one which contains everything that is 
desired by all customers entering the shop 
and nothing that is not desired by them. 
This ideal has never been realized. But 
we can approach it. 

By conscientiously recommending only 
titles that you feel will be enjoyed by your 
customers much of the present customer 
dissatisfaction will be eliminated. In 1925 
I went into a bookshop which has since 
failed. It carried a large stock of books, 
and the manager knew books. A number 
of capable salespeople were employed. 
At the moment a certain non-fiction title 
and two fiction titles were enjoying tre- 
mendous sales. I noticed that none of the 
three titles was on display, so I asked the 
manager about them. He said that he had 
sold a lot of them but his budget was ex- 
hausted. ‘Then he pointed to five piles of 
novels a hundred books in each pile—none 
of which was selling then or has since— 
and said “These are what we are selling. 
Why push something that we don’t have?” 

The reason why this shop failed was 
because this manager never knew the prin- 
ciple of successful buying. He knew books 
but he did not know how to buy according 
to the modern merchandising methods. He 


selected before publication the titles that 
he thought should be the best sellers. Then 
he bought so many of them that he was 
unable to reorder on the titles that the 
public wanted. And instead of giving the 
customers the titles that they wanted, he 
and his sales people all tried to force un- 
wanted titles into their hands. What he 
should have done was to buy 10 or 25 of 
the titles that he thought were going to 
sell. ‘Then when two or three of these or 
others developed into best sellers he could 
jump in and buy what was in demand. His 
sales on the popular selling titles would 
have offset any loss from markdowns on 
the titles that did not click. 

No buyer of books in any store should 
get into such a situation that one purchase 
could seriously cripple his promotion plans. 
Often more money is made by taking losses 
on titles and pushing what the customers 
want than by reducing markdowns by fore- 
ing titles that customers don’t care for. 
At no time should any salesperson recom- 
mend a title that is a plug, unless he 1s 
positive that the customer in question will 
like it. It would be interesting to learn 
how many customers are driven from book- 
stores everv year because they are disgusted 
with books that are recommended by sales- 
persons who are working off old _ stock. 
Still, many people in retailing say that any- 
one can sell wanted titles but it takes 4 
good salesperson to sell unknown books and 
books that are not selling well. 

There is a vast difference between books 
that have merit but not popularity, and 
the titles that have no particular merit of 
popularity. Publishers remove titles from 
their lists which do not sell or have little 
merit. 
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Often they pay a large advance royalty in 
order to get a book. Everything makes 
it look like a winner. They sell quite a 
lot to the trade. ‘They contract for thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of advertising. 
Then for some reason the title flops. They 
have to put the remaining copies on the 
remainder list. They not only lose money 
spent on advertising but they lose on ad- 
vance royalty and on prestige in the trade. 
All of the successful publishers use the 
policy of printing small editions until the 
title is surely selling in large quantities. 
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The alert retailer does the same. Never 
stock your store so completely that you 
cannot buy best sellers. Budgetary control 
will help, and establishing reorder ratios 
will help. Even more important is to un- 
derstand the practice and principle of buy- 
ing what the customers want. 

You soon learn types of books that will 
be desired. Keep an accurate record of 
books that are ordered. A 3x5 card will 
prove satisfactory. List only one title on 
a card. The card below illustrates a con- 
venient method of record.

This record is simple and efficient. Some 
years ago, when I started in the book busi- 
ness I read an article in the Publishers’ 
Weekly explaining this type of record. I 
have read a great deal about stock con- 
trol methods and experimented with other 
records. None is as suitable for book- 
shops as this. Keep the file by publishers, 
and arrange the titles by authors and sub- 
index by title. It is a good plan to list 
every title as it is received. If the title 
does not sell, it will be easy to see just 
when it was purchased and then you take 
action accordingly. 

After a title is dead, the card should 
be removed from the file. They can either 
be kept or thrown away. No author is 
consistent and it is unwise to judge future 
sales by past performances. The cards have 
little value except for stock control. If 
the cards of previous titles by the same au- 








thor are not consulted then, the new title 
will be judged on its own merits, which is 
much better. 

A file should be kept of all unfilled 
orders. It is well to keep a total of these 
in order to prevent overbuying. Clipping 
the original order sheets together and 
checking off the books as they arrive is a 
good simple method. A few minutes spent 
regularly will keep the total. 

Every book should have three marks on 
it. One should give the date, one the 
cost, and one the retail price. The year 
can be divided into four quarters and the 
first quarter be called 1, the second 2, and 
so on. The last digit of the year should 
come next. To indicate a book was bought 
in January or February 1931 put into it 
first 11. There are many codes giving the 
cost. Some firms publish code books which 
give codes that can only be deciphered with 
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the book. ‘There is no necessity for this 
caution in the book business. I prefer num- 
bers to letters of words, but if using a code 
word like “precaution” to indicate the 9 
digits and zero, then a book costing $1.20 
purchased in January 1931 would read 
I1prn with the retail under this code. If 
you are using numbers it is useful to add 
2 to every digit, or 3 instead of using the 
number itself. A book purchased for $1.20 
in January 1931 would have the legend 
of 11352. If the cost was 99c., it would 
read IIII. 

To return to the subject of selecting 
books wanted by the customers—the first 
thing is to find out what types of books 
your customers want. ‘This can be done 
only by the manager with the assistance of 
everyone in the shop. ‘Then the next step 
is to locate the books that will be desired. 
A bookshop cannot thrive on buying only 
the books that are offered by travelers. 
Study catalogs. It is imperative to keep 
an alphabetical list of all current announce- 
ments of publishers. Every description 
under every title must be read, in order 
to learn what is being offered. 

Beginners in the book business will find 
that a careful study of the “Trade List 
Annual” will be profitable. Know for ex- 
ample that Harper publishes Mark Twain, 
Zane Grey, Edna St. Vincent Millay, and 
Dorsey. Know who publishes Bruce Bar- 
ton, James Whitcomb Riley, Richard Hal- 
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liburton, and the first Oz book. Know 
which titles of Willa Cather are published 
by Knopf, and which by Houghton Mifflin, 
This information should be on the tongue’s 
end of every bookseller. “The Bookman’ 
Manual” and “The United States Cata. 
log” and “The Publishers’ Trade List 
Annual” may all have to be used. 

In the addenda is a list of valuable books 
and leaflets and trade information that 
every bookseller must have. The value of 
careful reading of the Publishers’ Weekly 
can not be overestimated. Many times 
new books are announced only in the 
Weekly. After a book is out the most 
valuable information one can get is that 
the book is taking hold. ‘The publishers’ 
announcements of the progress of titles js 
often even more important than the an- 
nouncement of the publication. 

Book reviews are valuable, such as The 
New York Times Book Review, The New 
York Herald-Tribune’s Books, The Satur- 
day Review of Literature and the review 
sections in national magazines. Any re- 
view in a magazine should supplement the 
bookshop manager’s opinion. It is always 
well to consider that reviews carry reviews 
of only the very latest books, while many 
of the best sellers are titles many months 
old, hence the advertising is of even more 
interest. A full page advertisement of a 
book three months old means more to a 
book retailer than a full page review. 


In the Bookmarket 


Te might be almost called a Mexi- 
can year in children’s book publish- 
ing. There has been Mrs. Dwight 
Morrow’s “The Painted Pig,” Zhenya 
and Jan Gay’s “Pancho and His Burro,” 
and many others. The Mexican interest 
is also beginning to appear in more serious 
books. An ambitious two volume work on 
“‘The Ayar-Incas” is by Miles Poindexter, 
former United States Senator and late 
Ambassador to Peru. Liveright is the pub- 
lisher. ‘This is a history of the customs, 
the industries, the art of that ancient and 
powerful civilization which Pizarro came 
to conquer. “Here Comes Pancho Villa,” 
published by Stokes, is the anecdotal his- 


tory of “a genial killer.” The author 1 
Louis Stevens. Martin Luis Guzman’s 
“The Eagle and the Serpent,” from Knopf, 
is a vivid chronicle of the Mexican Revo- 
lution, essentially a book about modern 
Mexican heroes and villains. A forthcom- 
ing novel which will be set against the 
unique color of Mexico is Katherine Anne 
Porter’s “Thieves’ Market,” which Har- 
court, Brace will publish next year. &*4 

Industrialism has become perhaps more 
of a problem in the South than in any 
other section of the country. Two books 
which discuss the ramifications of this sub- 
ject are “I’ll Take My Stand” from Har- 
per, and Howard W. Odum’s “An Ameri- 
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can Epoch,” from Holt. The first of these 
is; a symposium of the attacks of twelve 
Southerners on industrialism. They are 
convinced that the city is the enemy of in- 
telligent living and that the country is the 
salvation of the individual and his culture. 
Mr. Odum’s book implies that the old 
Southern tradition of leisure, aristocratic 
culture and tolerance has been often over- 
rated. “The Growth of the American 
Republic’ by S. E. Morison and H. S. 
Commager, from the Oxford University 
Press, contains a distinctive feature in the 
full description of the ante bellum South 
and a balanced narrative of the Civil 
War. & & 

A new story by George Moore is being 
published in a limited edition by G. C. at 
the Harbor Press, 142 E. 32nd Street, 
New York City. Entithed “A Flood,” it 
is to appear early in December. The tale 
is written in Moore’s earlier mood. “A 
Flood” will be issued in an edition of 185 
copies at $15, signed by the author. A

General trade books or special printed items 
receive equal consideration and are judged 
according to the success that each has at- 
tained. When on the road as traveling 
exhibits the books are provided with printed 
catalogs by the Institute and in each city 
a place for a central exhibit is arranged, 
and an opening meeting, with consequent 
publicity. ‘The catalog of the Fifty Books 
contains full descriptions of the books with 
the publishers’ names and prices. 


New Members Elected to the 
American Arts Academy 


At the dedication of the new wing of 
the American Academy of Art and 
Letters at 633 West 155th Street, New 
York City, the names of five new mem- 
bers were announced by Nicholas Murray 
Butler, President. These five names are: 
Edith Wharton, novelist; Robert Frost, 
poet; George Grey Barnard, sculptor; 
Professor Irving Babbitt of Harvard Uni- 
versity and James Truslow Adams, biog- 
rapher and historian. ‘Iwo corresponding 
members were also elected. They are Sir 
William Watson, poet, and John Mase- 
field, England’s Poet Laureate. Mrs. 
Wharton’s election makes her the only liv- 
ing woman member of the academy. The 
only other woman so honored was Mrs. 
Julia Ward Howe who died in 1910.

Among the authors well 
represented by collections of first editions 
are Borrow, Mark Twain, Dickens, Emer- 
son, Field, Bret Harte, Hawthorne, Hay, 
Holmes, Longfellow, Lowell, Thoreau, 
and Whittier. In fine examples of the 
special presses there is a good representa- 
tion of the best work for forty years. For 
instance here are long runs of the publica- 
tions of William Loring Andrews, the 
Bibliophile Society, the Caxton Club, the 
Club of Odd Volumes, the Cuala Press, 
the Grolier Club, the Kelmscott Press, 
books designed by Bruce Rogers, Straw- 
berry Hill publications, and Vale Press 
books. ‘There are many very rare and 
valuable books and not a few that are 
unique. Altogether the collection is one 
of the most important of the year and will 
interest many collectors and dealers. 


CHARLES J. SAWYER LTD., Graf- 

ton House, London, has made his 
Catalog No. 100, “Rare and Choice Books 
and Manuscripts” one of distinction. In 
a foreword Mr. Sawyer says: “Not en- 
tirely by chance; my hundredth catalog is 
issued on the twenty-fifth birthday of the 
business, and it, approximately enough, at- 
fords me the opportunity of expressing to 
our valued patrons my grateful apprecia- 
tion of their confidence and support.” The 
catalog is a quarto of 100 pages, 180 items, 
all more or less rare, comprising first edi- 
tions of Byron, Masefield, Kipling, Ten- 
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nyson, Milton, Keats, manuscripts of 
Tennyson, Byron, and a remarkable col- 
lection of Dickens letters. The prices 
range all the way from a few pounds for 
modern first editions to £6,000 for the orig- 
‘nal manuscript of Cantos, X, XI and XII 
of Lord Byron’s “Don Juan.” ‘The illus- 
trations include a colored frontispiece and 
facsimiles of title pages and manuscripts. 
The catalog is well worth preservation. 


PLANS for building a fireproof museum 

and a branch library in the grounds of 
the Keats house at Hampstead, England, 
in which many American collectors are in- 
terested, to house the literary treasures as- 
sociated with the poet, are being carried 
out. The foundations of the new build- 
ing are already in position. ‘The associa- 
tions of Keats with Hampstead are of the 
most intimate kind. He first appeared 
there as a lodger in a cottage inhabited by 
the village postman. Later the poet went 
to live at Wentworth Place, and remained 
there until he left England. A tablet on 
the wall at Wentworth Place records his 
presence there for a period of five years. 
Of late years Wentworth Place has been 
a Keats Memorial House. But only a part 
of the relics have been on view. 


THE organization by a group of distin- 

guished Americans of the Anglo- 
American Records Foundation, whose ob- 
ject will be to establish a $500,000 fund 
for research into and the publication of 
British official records dating from 1580 
to 1600 and throwing light on the first 
quarter of a century prior to the settle- 
ment of Virginia, has just been announced 
by Colonel Walter Graeme Eliot, secre- 
tary of the foundation. A staff of ar- 
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chivists already at work in England under 
the direction of Dr. Richard Holdworthy 
is preparing material for the first three vol- 
umes which the foundation expects to pub- 
lish within the next year. Thereafter, 
with the money that accrues from previous 
publications and as the finances of the 
foundation permit, the annual output of 
volumes will be increased until a maximum 
of forty has been reached. 


D® A. S. W. ROSENBACH, rare 

book dealer of this city, has given the 
University of Pennsylvania, $20,000 for 
the establishment of an honorary fellow- 
ship in bibliography, according to an an- 
nouncement just made by Dr. Josiah H. 
Penniman, provost of the university. The 
fellowship is believed to be the first in this 
field established at a university in this 
country, and was endowed by Dr. Rosen- 
bach because of an appreciation in the 
steadily increasing interest in bibliography 
and his belief that a fellowship in the sub- 
ject would be of material advantage.
